THOSE WHO ARE EXEMPT. 
Washington. May 10.— Those abso- 
lutely exempt under the draft bill aa 
agreed upon to-day Include officer* of 
the United States and any state or ter- 
ritory: ministers, students of recog- 
nised divinity or theological schools and 
members of "any well-recognised relig- 
ious sect or organisation at present or- 
ganlied" who** "existing creed" forbids 
participation In war. The last class Is 
not exempt from non-combatant ser- 
vice. In addition the President I* au- 
thorised to exclude or discharge from 
draft th* following: Cottntv and muni- 
cipal offloera. Custom House clerk*, 
postal employee*, workmen or armor- 
l*g; other* In the General Government's 
employ whom the President may des- 
ignate; pilots and marines actually em- 
ployed In sea *ervjc*; "person* engag- 
ed In Industrie*. Including agriculture, 
found to be necessary to the mainten- 
ance of the military establishment, or 
the effective operation of the military 
force during the/ emergency ;" those 
having persons dependent upon them 
for support and those found to be phy- 
sically or morally deficient.

In the pre*ent grave crl*l« of our 
country, wo must face tne unusual con- 
ditions caused by tho war, and us* ev- 
ery me*,ns to reduce the high cost of 
living, which Is becoming a burden not 
only to the wuge-earner, but also to the 
Hitlarled man. 

W* do not know how long this war 
will last, but we do know that it win 
drain our country of her splendid 
young men. Bo many of them, from 
the farms as well as from the city, will 
respond to the ckll of their country, 
that there wl llbe a acnrclty of labor, 
eapectally on the farm, during th* next 
few year*, and we must be prepared 
to meet these condition*. 

For their own protection, farmers 
should avail themselves of every oppor- 
tunity to secure help on their furms, 
which, they admit. Is already hard to 
get. For mercenary reuson. If for no 
other, farmers will want sufficient 
hands to take care of their crops, but 
we know our fnrmers are just as pat- 
riotic «s the men who go to the front. 

We feel that we can help the farmers 
to aolve their problem of (ecurtng help 
during the coming years, and they can 
help us by taking our boys and girls In- 
to their homes.

11 girls S years to 6 year*. 
3< » n Is. 7 years to IS years.

21 hoy*. 2 year* and under. 
48 boys, 8 year* to t yeara 
68 boy*. 7 years tu 9 years. 
17 hoya. 10 yean to 12 years. 
Many of our children are aa bright 

and attractive as any one could wish: 
we have others who have some slight 
defect, but vho are capable of belntf 
trained to do llieli share of work In 
the home or on the farm. 

A large number of our children are 
too young now to render much ser- 
vice, but In a few years hence they will 
be of great value to those people who 
are generous enough and far-sighted 
enough to avail themselves of getting 
a child, who In a short time will be- 
come uttached to Its new home, and will 
be of great palue to its foster parents. 

A farm without a boy Is not com- 
plete, and furmer*' wives too, need 
helpers. We always prefer to place our 
wards In small towns and country 
home*.

CANS BOUGHT FOR 
OUR CANNING CLOUS 

PUBLIC SPIRITED BUSINESS MEN 
ADVANCE THE MONEY TO 
INSURE A SUPPLY. 



Some of the hualncss men of Louisa 
have come to the rescue of the girlsf 
canning clubs of Lawrence county In 
the matter of Inauring a supply of tin 
cans. Through Dixon, Moore * Co., 
wholesale grocers, an order was placed 
Monday for nearly 26.000 cans. This 
represent!, a cash outlay In the future 
of more than $1200.00. but It was neces- 
sary to place the order before May llttfa 
After Uiut date it waa reported there- 
would be no ca/in for atle this season 
by the factories. Nearly all the tin 
need for plating the material used in 
the manufacture of cons comes from 
England and the war has almost stop- 
ped Its Importation. 

Nobody in Louisa or Lawrence coun- 
ty will make one cent of profit on the 
cans. The girls will get them at actual 
cost and will be permitted to pay for 
them in canned goods nt the market 
price. Contracts will be prepared to 
this effect for those w ho desire to avail 
themselves of this opportunity. The 
needs of canning club members will be 
supplied first. The goods put up by 
these girls will be strictly In accord- 
ance with the government formula and 
can therefore be depended upon to be 
of uniform quality. The attractive fea- 
ture of this arrangement Is that the 
merchants, both wholesale and retail, 
know they are sufo In recommending 
the quality of these goods. 

Miss Davis, the County Agent, will 
handle the orders for cans wanted by 
the girl*. Mrs. Jonas, of Louisville, 
was here Friday and Saturday and 
spoke to the meeting of business men 
In regard to purchasing the can*.

District Agent of Eas- 
tern Kentucky, had Lawrence county 
during ls*t year snd Op until thl* time, 
but when Boyd county came In, it gave 
h*r fifteen counties to supervise and 
Mrs. Jonas only twelve, so in order to 
even the work Mr*. Jonas waa given 
both Lawrence and Boyd counties 
While we regret to give up Ml** Chlnn, 
aa she I* very efficient and highly In- 
telligent with a most pleasing per- 
sonality, we are glad to claim Mrs. 
Jonas again. Hhn had the supervision 
of iJtwrence county during its pioneer 
day* of 1*16. and made the first speech 
ever made by a Woman to the Lawrence 
County Fiscal Court aaking for appro- 
priation for thl* work. 

In getting Mrs. Jonas again we are 
not only going to have one of the fore- 
moat workers of Home Demonstration 
work in the South, but a lady possess- 
ing the highest type of wisdom, cul- 
ture and experience. 

Mrs Jonas aald had she been told 
that Lawrence county had made the 
strides of progress In all lines of agri- 
culture work, and especially In Home 
Demonstration work, that It has. she 
could not have believed it and would 
nave said it Is impossible to have une 
hundred girls enrolled in the work for 
1917. but after she had seen only a 
part of the work of the county she whs 
fully convinced of Its standing. 

From Mr*. Jonas we expect to get 
the beat and flr*t attention and under 
her supervision climb up several rounds 
of our new ladder. 



$76,000 FOR KENTUCKY. 

Washington, May 16.— Loans to far- 
mers by the Federal L*nd banks have 
passed the $1,'>00,000 mark and are be- 
ing made at the rate of 1160,000 a day. 
If the present rate of Increase keeps up 
the Form Loan Board estimates the to- 
tal loans during May nt $8,000,000. 

Kentucky. $70,000, and Virginia, $2J.- 
460, are among the loans. 

The board estimates loans during the 
first year of its operation will exceed 
$160,000,000. The first Issue of form 
loan bonds, It waa announced to-day, 
will be placed on the market within a 
month of six weeks.

He Is said to 
hav* been secretly In the market since 
August 2. 1916. when May wheat sold 
at $1.27. ' Yesterday It reached $3.15 the 
highest figure In history. 

Acting on a tip that the government 
would Intervene In th* food situation, 
Letter is said to have been selling re- 
cently ut enormous profits. His agents, 
as fast as they disposed of May deliv- 
ery, are alleged to have been buying 
Julf and September. Agents of the al 
lies principally Grsst Britain, are also 
said to have cleaned up between $10,- 
000.000 and $16,000,000 In the Chicago 
pit.

o f Ticonderoga. 
Eager for such, 
exploit be rallied 2.'l0 of the 
mountain boys and on the ninth day'of 
May, 177S, succeeded In getting n few 
boats and transported 83 men across 
the lake, end sent the boats back for 
the rest of the men. Hut day now be- 
gun to dnwn nnd Colonel Allen real- 
ized that If the attempt ngulnst the 
fort were to succeed he and Ills dating 
expedition must act at once. 

Nothing daunted by tho fact that 
• heir force was so few, and making up 
In patriotic devotion what they lacked 
In numbers. Colonel Allen cnilud for 
volunteers for the perilous venture. 
"I do not urge uny to enter on this 
enterprise contrary to his will. Inns- 
much as It Is a desperate attempt, 
which none hut the bravest of men 
dure undertake," cried Colonel Al- 
len. "You that will undertake volun- 
tarily, poise your flrelock." Every 
man twtlscd his firelock. 

He Immediately formed them Into 
line nnil at their head advanced on 
the gate of the fortress. The sentry 
snapped his fuse at the colonel nnd 
then retreated to the parade within 
•he garrison. Allen and his men 
quickly followed nnd formed In the 
parade. The garrison was asleep — nil 
but the sentries who did not fully 
sen*- whnt was transpiring. Allen 
end his men gave three huiaas, and 
one of the sentries made e pass at one 
of the men with n charged buyonet 
nnd slightly wounded him. 

Allen was about to run him fhprsngh 
with his eword but thought better of 
It and only slightly wounded him eo 
the head whereon he dropped hla gun 
nnd begged for quarter. This grant- 
ed he showed Colonel Allen the offi- 
cers' quarters whither the intrepid 
onnununder rushed and compelled the 
rotnmander, Captain Delaplaoc, to 
on me forth and deliver over the en- 
tire garrison on threat of putting the 
entire force to the sword.

"In the nnme~'of the Ores* *$JrrvHn 
nrvfl the Continental Congreaa,* thun- 
dered Allen, as ho raised his sword 
over IVlapUee's bend. In the mem> 
tlme the Green Mountain boys bad not 
been Idle but had beaten down the 
harmcks* doors and had about a Oiled 
of the garrison prisoners. Wlfh stut- 
tered expostulation tho ctghmander 
forthwith submitted nnd tho fort was 
completely In the hands of Colonel Al- 
len, who In his own nccoant of the ex- 
ploit says: 

"The sun seemed to rise thtrt morn- 
ing with a superior luster, and Ticon- 
deroga nnd Its dependencies .smiled 
on Its conquerors."

Whooping Cough Is Dangerous; 
Protect Your Children) 

Whooping cough is certainly a germ 
disease, but nothing Is known of the 
germ that causes it The germs are 
undoubtedly In the saliva and in the 
dischargee from the nose. The Incu- 
bation . period Is usually from four to 
fourteen days, but it may be aa long as 
three weeks, and the "whoop" may not 
show itself for some time after the 
commencement of the disease. Whoop- 
ing cough' Is highly infectious from the 
beginning, and anyone who is thought 
to bo taking It should not be allowed, 
to he in school As a general rule, a 
child may be permitted to return to 
school In six weeks after the beginning 
of the whoop, provided the severe 
coughing spells have ceased. 

■Whooping cough Is not usually sup- 
posed to be very dangerous, and often 
cases of It are not carefully quarantin- 
ed. As a consequence. It Is a wide- 
spread disease and causes more deaths 
than scarlet fever and small pox com- 
bined — more than any of the other 
common Infectious diseases of the chil- 
dren from whooping cough, and even 
purposely expose them to it. 

This is a most pernicious practice, 
for more than four fifths of all deatha 
from whooping cough are among chil- 
dren under two years of age. The old- 
er a child Is, the better he resists the 
disease, and adults usually either escape 
It altogether or have a mild attack. 

Quarantining la very Important In 
cases of whooping cough. Many per- 
sons think that every one must have the 
more common Infectious diseases soon- 
er or later, and often make no attempt 
to check the spread of these diseases. 
The consequence Is that some of these 
rather mild diseases cause many more, 
deaths than any other disease that we 
regard as much more Important. This 
Is especially true of whooping cough, 
and In this disease quarantine should 
be enforced with the greatest strict- 
ness. It Is no more difficult to control 
whooping cough than it is to control 
certain other diseases that have been 
almost stamped out and there Is no 
reason why it should be allowed to run 
unchecked. 

Spitting A Dangerohs Habit. 

Spitting on the floors, sidewalks, In 

the station, post office, stores or simi- 
lar places is a habit that Is most dan- 
gerous to the health of a community. 
When tuberculosis germs are left in 
such a place, they are sure to be car 
ried Into houses on shoes and trailing 
skirts. They are blown about In the air 
in dust, they are carried by flies, and 
in many other ways they are spread 
where they cause sickness and death. 
Not more than half the people who have 
tuberculosis perms In their mouths 
know It, and no one should spit on the 
walk or pathway or public building and 
similar places or private house.

It Is said Ae was ordered to 
pull off his shoe*.. a H.rt turn-tlie-lnsldo 
of his hat out l£ <ne (search of papers, 
It 1* reported that no documents or 



other papers were found on him to in- 
dicate that he was a German spy. He 
bad a suit case along with him and thla 
was thoroughly Inspected; some of his 
papers indicated that he represented a 
land agency In Waahlngton, D. C. Af- 
ter a severs grilling, and after the of- 
ficers satisfying themselves that be was 
not a spy, as far as they could see, he 
was permitted to leave, which he did, 
promptly on the next train. Any hos- 
tile acts done In Helller against the 
United States, and % any persons caught 
In the acts will be severely dealt with 
according to law.
